The following provisional election and traverse is responsive to the 
Restriction Requirement dated June 29, 2004. 

Restriction was required between the Group I set of claims 1-48 and 79 
drawn to a generation of financial statements and various formal reports 
classified in class 705, subclass 30 and the Group II set of claims 49-78 and 80 
drawn to loan processing, classified in claim 705, subclass 38. 

Applicant traverses this requirement on the grounds that the generation 
of various financial statements and reports is required by, for example 
independent claim 49 which includes, among other things, "generating a loan 
disbursement time series and disbursement schedule independent of changes in 
capital expenditure and in exchange rates". Thus the invention of Group I does 
not have one of the requirements for distinctness between subcombinations for 
purposes of restriction/election practice. 
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Additionally, it is submitted that the search required for Group II, which 
is the provisionally elected Group, is inclusive of the search area for Group I. 
While it may be true, according to the statement of the restriction, the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II, it is submitted that the reverse 
is not true. 

In order to be responsive, Applications provisionally elect for prosecution 
the Group II set of claims drawn to a loan processing method of claims 49-78 and 



Therefore, Applicants respectfully request a full and thorough 
examination on the merits of this application containing claims 1-80.
